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Mr, Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


Comparison between the vital statistics for Barton in 1971 and those 
for previous years presents problems, The increase in population has been 
largely migratory, but as part of the increase was attributable to the opening 
of County Council part III accommodation for the elderly to which the more infirm 
old people from parts of the surrounding area are admitted a rise in deaths and 
hence in death rate was to be expected, The rise in fact has been substantial, 
As the comparability factor supplied by the Registrar General has not been 
altered since 1969 the "corrected death rate" calculated from it does not take 
account of this change in population characteristics. Thus it is not possible 
by using this to make valid comparisons with figures for earlier years or with 
neighbouring authorities, There were no deaths of persons between 15 and 45 and 
the increase in adult deaths was predominantly in deaths of elderly people, 
Three of the four infant deaths were attributable to congenital malformation and 
the only death of a pre-school child was caused by a motor vehicle accident, 
This is not therefore the mortality pattern of an unhealthy district but that of 
a fairly healthy area whose apparently high corrected death rate results from 


the presence of an increased proportion of infirm old people, 


As you are probably aware malformations of babies are often the result 
of adverse influences operating very early in pregnancy, In an effort to reduce 
their incidence a scheme to vaccinate girls against rubella (german measles), the 
most potent known infective cause of malformation, has been introduced on a 
national scale, This scheme, in order to avoid risk of vaccinating a pregnant 
girl was limited to girls below the age of fourteen, Consequently it could not 
be expected to influence malformation rates for several years. However, we are 
fortunate in this area, A joint initiative by the Consultant Obstetrician and the 
Scunthorpe division of the British Medical Association has led to vaccination of 


those women shown by blood tests during pregnancy to be susceptible immediately 
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following the births of their first babies, This gives hope of an earlier effect 
in this area than elsewhere in the country, There are, however, other causes of 
malformation, some already identified, others only suspected but not proven, and 
doubtless more against which suspicion has not yet been aroused, Some congenital 


malformations will continue to occur therefore, but their incidence will fall, 


The fall in the number of births and in the resulting rate is to be 
welcomed. Those who are studying the population statistics for the world and the 
resources available to support them have shown conclusively that unless man soon . 
restricts his reproduction and hence his numbers the consequences will be serious, 
Although the excess of births over deaths in Barton was only 16 this was almost 
certainly due to the selective importation of the less fit old people from 
neighbouring districts. If we are to play our part in securing stability of 
population we must aim at a birth rate which is actually lower than the death 
rate} Both the high birth rate and the illegitimacy rate of 8 per cent show that 
there is need for more widespread practice of contraception, Family Planning 
Association clinics are held in the County Council clinic premises and subsidised 
by the County Council so advice is readily and freely available, Studies of 
child development and educational progress and achievement have shown conclusively 
that children from small families have a considerable advantage over those from 
large families, and it mst be evident to everyone that smaller families enjoy 
better material standards of living than large ones despite family allowances, 
etc, It is thus in the interest of both parents and children that family size be 
restricted, This will most easily be achieved by the use of contraceptive 
methods, At present the Family Planning Services are most used by the more 
affluent and better educated section of the commnity. There is a real need for 
them to be used more by the less well off who have more to gain and who in many 
instances would qualify for free treatment, It may be that at present many of 
them do not realise that where family limitation is desirable on social grounds . 
or on medical grounds the cost of all supplies will be met by the County Council, 
Most of the publicity given to family planning services in the past has been in 
written form, and it should not surprise us that more notice is taken of it by 
the more literate section of the community. The woman who most.needs help is the 
One who is too busy looking after children to sit down and read, She may respond 


best to what she hears in casual conversation - preferrably from neighbourly 
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lay and non-official sources so that she does not feel that she is being "got at" 
or criticised, Now that so many of the old taboos have gone and this subject is 
no longer a forbidden topic you can all play a part in ensuring that the facts are 
known to everybody. 


The year 1971 was the last of an era for Barton, During the next few 
years it is likely that the character of the town will change dramatically. From 
being a quiet peaceful market town it will become a hive of industry, once a 
start is made on the construction of the Humber bridge, The change will benefit 
some and increase employment opportunties, but will inevitably bring with it a 
great many disadvantages, Traffic, noise and various forms of pollution are likely 
to increase to the detriment of local amenity, and it will not be until the bridge 
is completed that the benefits of better communications arise, What the effects 
of this on health will be is a matter for conjecture. Increased prosperity due to 
availability of work could lead to improvement in commnity health, but of course 
traffic and construction work both involve risk of accidental injury. The subtler 
indireet effects of increased industrial activity such as noise, pollution and 
stress are difficult to predict or assess, Only experience will tell us whether 


we "gain more on the swings than we lose on the roundabout", 


On the environmental front 1971 was a quiet year for Barton, Private 
house building continued at the same rate as in 1970, but after the completion of 
the Caistor Road scheme no further council houses were built, The refuse disposal 
and sewage disposal services functioned efficiently and steady progress was made 
with improvement of older houses with grant aid, The water supply was adequate in 
Quantity and of good bacteriological quality, Aithough the nitrate concentration 
remained above the World Health authorities recommended level it was only 
marginally so, and well within extended limits allowed as "acceptable" in the 
revised standards for Europe, The further rise which we feared might occur in the 
spring did not materialise and the levels, which were checked by analysis at two 
different laboratories weekly and tested twice weekly throughout the year, 
remained remarkably stable, The advice, which was given so much publicity in 1970, 
that water which had simmered in kettles should not be used to reconstitute 
powdered baby food appears to have been effective, The only "blue baby" seen at 
the clinic in 1971 owed his colour to congenital malformation of .the heart and no 
case of nitrate methaemoglobinaemia was reported during the year, The precaution 
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of avoiding the use of water which has stood in kettles for the mixing of baby. 


food however remains necessary in view of the continuing high level of nitrate, 


The other unsatisfactory environmental circumstance is air pollution, 
Under certain weather conditions there is a visible pall of smoke over Barton, 
which is clearly due to the burning of coal in open fires, There is only minimal 
pollution from industrial sources, and the nitrogen peroxide plume from the 
chemical factory is usually very small, comparing favourably with those from 
other plants of this type. It is liberated at high altitude, and only under very 
exceptional conditions is it carried down into the town by eddies in the wind, 
The ground level air pollution in the town is readily observable on a winters day, 
when smcke from the bungalows and two storey houses which so predominate in the 
town can be seen eddying down into the streets, Implementation of your powers to 
make smoke control areas under the Clean Air Act, could within a few years reduce 
this muisance and health hazard, 


Once again I am indebted to Mr, Kirk and to iir, French for the work 
which they have done in supervising the food hygiene in shops, dealing with sub- 
standard housing and generally maintaining standards of environmental health, 
Details of their activities are as usual tabulated in the latter pages of this 


report and I commend them to your notice,
